THE STATE TAX MUDDLE 


There are now one-half dozen tax 


eggs in the legislative nest at Madison. 
The question is •which one. if any. -will !>e 
hatched, or whether all -will spoil. 
All 


of the eggs are splotched -with carmine of 
different hues, ranging from the deep so- 
cialist shade to the pale Severson pink. 
Each group wants to smash the egg laid 
by every other, and it would not be sur- 
prising if the state wakes up some morn- 
ing to find that this has been done. 


The deeper the legislature goes into 


the subject of tax revision the more it be- 
comes apparent that it is dealing with_ 
something about which it has no very 
clear ideas, and that the controlling mo- 
tive back of the whole" business is politics. . 
All of the six bills submitted have been 
•whipped up in a superficial manner, to sa- 
tisfy the particular ideas of one group or 
another and to create votes among the peo- 
ple at large by punishing what has been 
held up to them as their enemies, namely, 
productive enterprise. 
Some of these 


bills were so notoriously crude that they 
would have raised millions more in tax- 
es than even their authors contemplated. 
The attempts to compromise -differences 
have produced new bills over night, 
framed for the sole purpose of vote 
trading. 


Xo just or scientific tax measure can 


be evolved in this atmosphere or by these 
methods. 
If there were any basis for a 


revision of taxation in "Wisconsin the 
proper and intelligent way to go about it 
would be to spend a year or two in an in- 
vestigation of the matter conducted by 
impartial experts. 
Xo radical change in 


our taxation should be adopted without 
mature deliberation upon its effect on in- 
dustry and on the general prosperity and 
welfare of the state. Under some of the 
bills now pending in the legislature cor- 
porations of Wisconsin would have to pay 
in siate. local and federal taxes approxi- 
mately 25 per cent of their net earnings. 
"When we go. or propose to go. to this ex- 
tent in taxation, we have reached a point 
where we ought to consider seriously 
whether the expenses of government, lo- 
cal, stale and federal, have not led us 
into grave political and economic error. 
The federal 
government has admitted 


that this is so. 
It has reduced taxes 


and is insisting upon economies that will 
permit of further reduction in taxes. "We 
believe the same policy, particularly in 
state affairs, should be followed. 


The chief functions of state govern- 


ment are administrative and the expendi- 
tures for such purposes should be kept 
down to a minimum. 
On the contrary, 


they have been mounting at a tremen- 
dous and altogether indefensible rate. 
The material benefits from taxation come 
principally in local affairs, 
and when 


state and federal taxes are excessively 
high the people cannot be taxed ade- 
quately for the needs of the community. 
People complain about the high cost of 
living, yet these same people will go out 
and vote for politicians and demagogues 
who are responsible for governmental ex- 
travagance and waste that enters very 
largely 
into *he prices of the things 


they buy. If manufacturers and other 
producers are compelled to pay 25 per- 
cent or more of their net earnings in tax- 
es it means that prices go up according- 
ly. 


The men down at Madison who are 


framing tax measures ever night without 


any real knowledge of their effects and 
with care-free thoughts of their conse- 
quences are not the men who will pay the 
taxes. 
Neither arc they the men who will 


make the prosperity and the substance 
of AVisconsin. 
They are. however, in a 


position to do grout damage, and that 
is whnt they are likely to do if (he de- 
vices in which they are engaged prevail. 


THE RIDG-WAY ACT 


Governor Blaine has signed what is 


known as the TJidgway bill, empowering 
Wisconsin counties to enact ordinances 
for. the regulation of dance halls and 
places of amusement. 
It is a good law 


and one that was badly needed. 
Up to 


this time there have been no satisfactory 
means for regulating places of this kind. 
Xo matter how clean amusement condi- 
tions may be kept in cities, results have 
been negatived to a large extent by road- 
houses and dance halls which sprang up 
just outside the corporate limits and 
which were not subject to the usual po- 
lice supervision. Xot only this, but these 
amusement reserts are scattered evermore 
remote sections of the country where 
there'is practically no interference in the 
interest of decency and morality. 


Appleton has been subjected to. these 


"evils to an extent, that is serious and de- 
plorable. Some roadhouses near the city 
are highly disreputable and are the 
scenes of carousal and dissipation that 
would not be tolerated within the city. 
We trust the board of supervisors of 
Omagamie county will lose no time in ex- 
ercising their authority under the Eidg-> 
way act to put these so-called amusement 
places under strict regulation. 


day without increasing prices, then 
prices must be increased. 


The country will not indefinitely toler- 


ate conditions in an industry of such 
mag- 


nitude that are notoriously out of tune 
with the spirit of the times and that are 
socially unjust, and economically wrong. 
The. 
Interchurch Movement report cov- 


ered the twelve-hour day in the steel busi- 
ness adequately and convincingly. Its find- 
ings' are wholly at variance with those of 
Judge Gary and the steel institute report. 
It would be better if the steel industry 
would itself see the light and voluntarily 
abandon the 
indefensible 
twelve-hour 


day.- If it does not it will be forced to 
do so. for the issue is one that will per- 
sist until it is settled in accordance with 
enlightened principles and practices.

THE TWELVE-HOUR DAY 


The defense of the twelve-hour day by 


Elbert H. Gary, chairman of the United 
States Steel corporation, and by the 
com- 


mittee of the American Iron and Steel In- 
stitute, is roundly and justly denounced 
in a statement issued by representatives 
of 50.000.000 Protestants. Roman Cath- • 
olics and Hebrews. The statement holds 
that the attitude of the institute commit-" 
tee and of Judge Gary has "shattered, 
public confidence'' in both and that the 
arguments they have presented ignore" 
well established industrial and social 
facts and are morally and economically 
unsound. 


The simple truth is this: .That part of 


the steel industry which clings to the 
twelve-hour day is at least a generation 
behind the times. 
The reasons it offers 


for putting off the introduction of a short- 
er working day are not reasons at all, but 
mere excuses for failure to do something 
it ought to have done long ago.- and not 
one of them will hold water. 
They are 


a libel on common intelligence. 


The eight-hour day is just as applicable 


to the steel industry as to any other and 
its establishment there should have been 
contemporaneous with its general estab- 
lishment throughout the country. 
In- 


sistence on the twelve-hour day is simply 
blind adherence to reactionary thought 
a.nd policies. 


It is claimed the men want it ior the 


larger compensation it yields. 
If the 


men think they prefer to work twelve • 
hours it is only because'they know noth- 
ing of any other life. 
K they think it 


earns them more money they are mistak- 
en. The tight-hour day has brought high- 
er wages for eight hours than were ever 
paid for twelve. 


It is claimed the twelve-hour day is not 


physically, mentally or morally injurious 
to employes, and that if the men had a, 
shorter day they would not spend any 
more time with their families or for their 
self-improvement. 
Such contentions are 


not only preposterous, but ignore social 
and humanitarian facts which'are funda- 
mental to the progress of the individual 
and of the world. 


It is argued the steel industry would 


be compelled to employ 60.000 arldition- 
al men. 
which are not to be had. and that 


if they were to be had it would require 
an advance of 15 per cent in steel pric- 
es. 
Two years ago the same question 


was up. 
Several times 60.000 men 


were available then, but a. different ar- 
gument was used to bolster up the twelve- 
hour day. The contention that th<^ oijrht- 
hour day will raise steel prices is plausi- 
ble, but not convincing. It has not done 
so in other industries. In many of them 
it has lowered the cost of production. The 
increased efficiency it affords makes for 
larger and better output. 
This is the 


universal experience wherever manufac- 
turing or the business is under compe- 
tent management. However, if the steel

•Lime water may be made by placing a heaping 


teaspoonful of slaked lime in a quart bottle ol boiled 
water, shaking this well for two or three times in 
the hour, then letting the lime settle to the bottom: 
after the liquid has stood for 24 hours the upper 
ciear part is lime water ready for use. 


Barley water is made by blending a tablespoonful 


of barley flour with a few spoonfuls of cold water, 
then adding a pint of boiling water containing two 
or three wee grains of salt. Cook for half an hour 
in a double boiler, and strain. 
Enough water to 


bring the whole up to a pint again is added. 


Oatmeal water is made in the same way, using 


rolled oats or any of the ordinary oatmeals. 


Oatmsal water is probably the preferable cereal 


water for modifying milk when a tendency toward 
constipation is to be opposed. 
Barley water is 


probably better if there is a tendency toward diar- 
rhea. 
The use of these cereal waters or later of thin 


cereal gruels aids the digestion of the milk curd. 
Besides the carbohydrates of the. cereals themselves 
is nutriment 


When the baby has proved himself capable of get- 


ting away with the trial formula suggested, the 
amount of the top milk in the formula may be in 
creased by an ounce or two about every two weeks, 
of course keeping the whole mixture at 20 ounces.

At Recovery Of 
German Shipping 


(La Revue de France, Paris. Trans- 


lated for The Journal.) 


Can Germany effect miracles? 
In July. 1914, the merchant rnai-ine 


of Germany comprised 5,240,000 tons. 
At the beginning of 1920 the tonnage 
was reduced to 420,000. 
In January 


1923. 
it had risen 
to 
more 
than 


2,000.000. If the tonnage continues to 
increase at the same rate Germany 
will completely 
recover 
from 'her 


losses within two or three years. 


How was Germany ever able to ac- 


complish this feat? After the nation 
had been crushed by the allied victory 
and apparently was unable to pay rep- 
arations, the German government sub- 
sidized the navagation companies. The 
low salaries paid to German workers 
enabled the navigation companies to 
build numbers of new ships and even 
to construct .ships for foreign coun- 
tries. When the mark began to fall 
Germany washable to compete success- 
fully with foreign 
steamship 
com- 


panies because her freight and pas- 
senger rates were by far the lowest. 


In this manner, favored 
by Ger- 


many's financial crisis, the German 
navigation companies were able to ac- 
complish their work of reconstruction. 


The Hamburg-American line, with 


its new steamers of 22,000 tons, such 
as the Deutschland and the 
Albert- 


Ballin, and others of lesser tonnage, 
resumed its transatlantic trips. 


A new steampship 
company, the 


Hapag, founded in 191 S, sends 
its 


steamers to the Far East, to Mexico 
and South America, assisted by its 
branch line, the Sued-Arnerikanische, 
which possesses 150,000 tons of ship- 
ping. The Ivosmos line, which ejdsted 
in 1914. sends its ships from Hamburg 
to Panama and Chile. 
The Stinnes 


navigation company which 
recently 


was founded by the Rhineland capital- 
ist, is still growing. Its Mexican line 
will soon begin a bi-monthly sewice. 


Such progress is most troubling for 


France. 
There are big oriental har-

In the -light of these facts, events 


in the Ruhr become more clear and 
significant. 
The defeated nation was 


almost stranglingvthe victor nation by 
taking advantage of the depreciation 
of the mark and the low wages of 
German workers.
